Deputy Marshals and Commonwealers 
Fight in the Far West. 


AR OFFICERS ARE OUTNUMBERED. 


Troops Are Ordered Out and Cap- 
ture an Army of 500. 


TRAIN STEALING IS GETTING COMMON, 


Railroad Men Run Offwith the Blankets 
and Baggage o! One Mob—Brown’s 
Men Carry Clubs with Them. 


Washington, April 25.—In addition to the 
request of the judge of the United States 
court, the United States district attorney 
and the United States marSnai for the dis- 
trict of Montana for federal aid in in arrest- 
ing the Hogan contingent of the army of 
the unemployed for seizing a train at Butte, 
Montana, against the mandate of the United 
States court, President Cleveland has re- 
ceived the following from the governor of 
Montana, which was given to the press to- 
nizht: 

“Helena, Montana.—-To the President of the 
United States—Information reacTies me by 
wire that the band of Coxeyites, fleeing the 
state with a stolen train, were overtaken 
at Billings by the United States deputy 
marshals who were trying to serve a writ 
emanating from the United States courft. 
A fight ensued. One deputy marshal avas 


“ wounded and the leader of the Coxeyites 


was wounded. The deputy marshals were 
overpower@i and driven off with revolvers 
and other weapons. The mob then surround- 
ed the deputies and now hold them prison- 
ers. The train of the Coxeyites is within a 
few hours’ run of Fort Keogh. It is im- 
possible for the state militia to overtake 
them. 

“As governor of Montana I hereby re- 
quest you to have the federal troops at 
Fort Keogh intercept, Take into custody, 
arrest and hold these Coxeyites, subject to 
the orders of the United States court issu- 
ing the writ referred to. If the Coxeyites 
pass Fort Keogh before orders can ema- 
nate @om you for their apprehension, 1 re- 
quest that federal troops be ordered to over- 
take them. Promptness is required. 

“G. E. RICKARTS, 
“Governor of Montana.”’ 
Excitement at Billings. 

Billings, Mont., April 25.—The first blood- 
shed resulting from the clashes between the 
law and the industrial army movement, 
which is now sweeping over the country in 
a wave of monster proportions, was wit- 
nessed here today. 

About 11 o’clock this morning this little 
city was thrown into wild excitement by 
the announcement that the train-stealing 
contingent of the Coxey, army was rushing 
into the city on a Northern Pacific train 
from thé west at @ high rate of speed, cldse- 
ly followed by a trainload of “Jnited States 
deputy marshals. The truth of the statement 
was verified a few minutes before noon, 
when the train of box cars ran into town. 
The Coxeyites were overtaken by the spe- 
cial train of ‘the marshals just as they en- 
tered the limits of the city. After their ar- 
rival it was learned that the’ marshals 
train overtook the Hogan contingent just 
as they were pulling away from Columbus, 
formerly Known as Stillwater, and attempt- 
ed to arrest the progress of the train bear- 
ing the 500 unemployed men, who are in pos- 
session of the train. The leaders would not 
yield to the demands of the marshals to 
give up the train and instructed their men 


to go ahead, which was done. The two 


trains came on during the forenoon hours 
until this city was reached when a stop 
was ordered, the conflict between the two 
bodies resulting. 

Shots Exchanged. é 

As near as can be learned, Marshal Mc- 
Dermott ordered the leaders of the captured 
train to surrender, and when they refused 
to do so, a few of the marshals before re- 
ceiving a command to do so, fired upon 
the crowd of men on the cars. The shots 
were quickly returned by the industrials. 
A number of shots were exchanged between 
the parties before Marshal McDermott could 
regain control of his men. During the firing 
one of the deputies was seriously wounded 
and one of the men on the rear platfurm 
car was shot in the groin. 

McDermott decided that his men were not 
equal to the odds against them and o:dered 
his men to desist firing, which they did. 
The captured train soon after ypulied cut 
from the depot and McDermott notified the 
authorities that his force was inadcyuate 
to capture the 500 men who were determined 
to retain possession of the train. 

At the latest advices the captured train is 
continuing its way to Miles City, where it 
is expected the national troops will arrest 
them and receive the train. 

Troops Under Marching Orders. 

Miles City, Mont., April 2i.—rhe govern- 


. Ment troops at Fort Keogh are in reaJiess 


to march at a moment’s notice when the 
expected order is feceived to proceed to 
capture the Northern Pacific train now in 
possession of the 500 unemployed en route 
to this city. 

It is possible that the captured train will 
lay up for the night before reaching this 
city, in which case the® troops will not be 
moved before morning. The authorities are 
being kept fully advised .of the movements

General Schofield’s Orders. 

Washington, April 2.—Major General 
Schofield, commanding the army, last night 
sent a telegram to General Merritt, com- 
manding the department of Dakota, in- 
structing him, by direction of the president, 
to have a sufficient force sent to arrest 
all persons engaged in the unlawful seizure 
of the Northern Pacific train at Butte, 
Mon., and to hold. the train and all on 
board until they can be delivered to the 
United States marshal for Montana, sub- 
ject to the order of the United States dis- 
trict court. 

In the opinion of government officials 
here, none of the so-called army move- 
ments of the unemployed is so0 formidabie 
as that along the line of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad. Telegrams received here 
State that bands, ranging from {wW to 80 
men, are congregated at as tmany as 
twenty-five stations of that railroad from 
the Pacific coast to Minneapolis, with the 
avowed intention of coming to Washington 
by peaceable means, if possible, Lut by 
forcible means if they must. 

Already one or two trains have been 
seized, and constant threats are veing made 
of seizing others. 

Attorney General Olney today te/egraphed 
the United States marshal at Washington 
to use every means in his power to main- 


tain the peace and the security of property. « 


United States marshals in Montana, North 
Dakota and Minnesota had previously been 
instructed to the same effect and all of 


them are directed to promptly rotify the. 
department of justice the moment they are 


unable to control the populace. 

The order of the president for the troops 
to intercept the Northern Pacific train 
and arrest the runaway Hogan céntingent 
was issued solely to command re-pect for 


the mandate of the United States court, 


and was not in any sense a national irter- 
ference in locat~affairs. 

It is explained at the white house that the 
Butte miners had applied to the No-ctrern 
Pacific officials (that road being im the 
hands of a government receiver) for free 
transportation to Washington, and ‘when 
this was refused, the strikers broke into the 
roundhouse, seized a locomotive, coupled 
cars to form a train, and when the United 
States court granted an injunction against 
this action and issued an order for the 
arrest of the marauders and the United 
States marshal attempted to execute the 
orders of the court, with as strong a posse 


as he was able o summon to his aid, his > 


forces were overpowered and the stole. 
train escaped. ~ , 
Troops to Arrest Them. 

_ When these facts were reported to the 
department of justice they were brought 
to the attention of the president with the 
recommendation of the attorney general 
that the federal authority be supported by 
troops, that being the sole alternative left 
to the government. The president at once 
called the general commanding the army 
into the consultation, and after fully consid- 
ering the matter, Generali Schofield was di- 
rected to call upon the commander of the 
department of Dakota, in which military 
department the affair took place, to send 
a sufficient force of troops to arrest all per- 
sons engaged in the unlawful seizure of the 
Northern Pacific train at Butte, Mon., and 
to hold the train and persons «intil they 
could be delivered to the United States mar- 
shal for Montana subject to the order of 
the United States district court. 

This dispatch was sent at ll o’clock last 
night to Colonel P. T. Swaine, who is com- 
mander of the department of Dakota, with 
headquarters at St. Paul, during the ab- 
sence in Europe on four months’ leave of 
General Wesley Merritt. 

This morning it was learned from army 
officers at Livingston, where the branch 
road to Yellowstone Park connects vith the 
Northern Pacific, that tue stolen trein had 
passed that point, and, through Cvionel 
Swaine orders were sent to i ieutenant 
Page, commamlng Fert 
Keogh, near Miles City, Mont... irforming 
him of the president’s orders, «nd directing 
him to make the arrests and iinder no cir- 
cumstances to permit the train to pass 
Miles City. 

This afternoon when !t wis learned that 
the train might be some time in reaching 
Miles City, Colonel "age ws crdered to 
make the arrest with as little delay as 
possible, and it is not unlikely that le may 
put troops on aArain and make the effort 
to capture the miners’ train tonight. There 
is some apprehension that Colonel Page 
may meet with resistance when he carries 
his orders into effect, as the men in pos- 
session of the train are undoubtedly all 
armed and have already shown a disposi- 
tion to lawlessness. Every confidence is 
felt, however, in Colonel Page being equal 
to whatever emergency arises, 

Coxey’s Strength. 

Reports have been received at police 
headquarters from the authorities of other 
places showing the strength of the varivus 
contingents now moving on Washington. 
A summary follows: 

Coxey, at Frederick, Md, 350; Kelly, Neola, 
Ia., 1,600; Frye, ,Terre Haute, Ind., 1,000; 
Frye’s second division, MeLeansboro, IIL, 
300; Grayson, Platteville, Colo., 1'0; Galven, 
Loveland, O., 200; Randall, Chicago, 0; 
contingent at Little Falls, Minn., 100; butte, 
Mont., 300; Monmouth, Ill, 100; Ottumwa, 
Ia., 100; Sullivan’s force, Chicago, 1,000; con- 
uwngent at Madison, Ind., 160 and Aubrey’s 
force, Indianapolis, 700. ‘otal 7,000. 

Reports from the police authorities tn the 
towns through which these contingents are 
received here daily. Newspaper telegrams 
reduce Kelly’s strength to about a thou- 
sand men. The above statment does not 
include any of the numerous parties geather- 
ing in California which have not yet got 
out of that state, nor those in Oregun, and 
at different points along the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad. These combined agrregate 
several thousand men, but they are, as yet, 
a long way off.

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NOT TO BE FOOLED. 


Meyer's Milk and Water Seigniorage 
Bill Is Thrown Out. 


SILVER MEN WILL HAVE NONE OF If. 


An Administration Measure and 
Regarded with Suspicion. 


ANOTHER FREE COINAGE BILL 


Mr. Bland and His Committees Think I¢ 
A dvisable to Maks Another At- 
tempt—The Tarif Bill Will Pass. 


Washington, April 25.—(Special.)—The 
house committee on coinage, weights and 
measures today postponed consideration of 
the Meyer seigniorage bill until next ses- 
sion, and decided to report a bill for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. This 
is a square knock-out on the silver ques- 
tion for the administration, for the Meyer 
bill was submitted to Carlisle and molded 
into shape by him before it was presented 
to the house, It provided for the coinage 
of the silver seigniorage in the treasury 
and authorized the secretary of the treas- 
ury to issue bonds at 3 per cent. It was 
regarded as a pet scheme by Carlisle and 
the president, but it did not commend itself 
to Mr. Bland’s committee. 

On with the Fight. 

The debate on the tariff bill *by .para- 
graphs began today. Tomorrow the fighting 
will be pressed all along the line. The 
first struggle will be over the resolution 
for the senate to sit from ll a: m. to 6 
o'clock p. m. It will undoubtedly be done, 
and will add two hours to daily sessions. 
The democrats are.in earnest,.and will 
pags the tariff bill, republican opposition 
to the contrary. Mills’s speech yesterday 
roused them like a trumpet call to battle, 
and they are responding with alacrity. The 
feeling that the tariff bill will pass at an 
early day is strong in the senate, and, for 
the first time since the bill passed the 
house, it is so among the representatives. 

Tariff Reform or Defeat. 
At last the democratic senators are tak- 


ing steps towards getting .together anda 
agreeing on some form of a tartff bill, which 
can be adepted by. the senate without fur- 
ther delay. 

The dominant. wing of the party in the 
Senate has reached the conclusion that it 
is absolutely necessary for the success of 
the party in the future to pass a tariff bill. 
They have, therefore, decided to make the 
necessary concession to that little wing 
of the party, which has been dubbed ‘“‘con- 
servatives.’’ The pretense upon which this 
element bases its opposition to the tarift 
bill is the income tax. As a matter of 
fact that has little to do with it. with 
the possible exception of Hill, none of the 
Gemocratic senators care much whetner 
there is:or is not an income tax. The real 
feature upon which their guns are aimed 
is the .sugar schedule. But they cannot 
afford to make an open fight for the sugar 
trust. However, it will be found that these 
men will win in the senate. They o@cupy 
the positjon of armed road agents, hold- 
ing up a stage coach of unarmed passen- 
gers. They are in position to take what 
they want, but they are not willing to make 
their demands in open senate. They want 
a duty of 35 per cent on raw sugar and 46 
per cent on refined. This will, of course, 
mean a mint of money for the sugar trust, 
and that is what they are going to get in 
the senate. The dominant element there 
realizes that they must lay down their 
hands to these senatorial highwaymen and 
‘they have perhaps wisely decided to do so 
for the party’s good. 

“Stomp” on the Sugar Sharks. 

But the house is to act upon the bill 
again and, of course,.the house would not 
submit to any such robbery of the Ameri- 
can pe@ple. The sugar trust may be able 
to get the senate at its feet, but the demo- 
cratic majority in the house is too large 
to. be controlled by the sugar trust or any 
other trust or organization. 

A democratic caucus will be hneia in 
the senate very soon. In this congress 
one form of a bill will be agreed upon. 
Concessions will be made “pon all hands. 
It is barely possible that the income tax 
will be stricken out, but since it has be- 
come more manifest that the real oppost- 
tion is not centered upon that, the best 
opinion is that it will be retained in the 
bill. 

But whatever is stricken out or retained, 
the senate will not spend many more weeks 
upon the tariff bill. The democrats have 
determined to “get a rush on” and dispose 
of it. As a matter of fact this congress 
should finish its work and adjourn by the 
middle of July. - 

The Tempter on‘the Mountain. 

Tom Reed is very hot in the collar be 
cause of the enforcement of the rule dock- 
ing members for being absent. 

He has stopped attempting to filibuster 
and is now trying to’ make friends with 
enough democrats to get up a mutiny 
against the docking system. He spends 
half of each day on the democratic side, 
talking with them about the injustice of 
enforcing the law. Of course, a large num- 
ber of democrats are with him. ‘The New 
York democrats—those fellows who do not 
spend one day in two weeks here—are the 
most vigorous in their protests. ‘hey do 
not like the idea of having @& sign a state- 
ment swearing to the number of days they 
have been present during a given month 
before they can draw their salary. 

Under the law a member must swear to 
the number of days he has beer absent. 
The sergeant-at-arms then makes out his 
account, paying him only for the days he 
certified that he has been present in the 
house. The speaker approves this and the 
member draws the amount of salary due 
him. There are several New York mem- 
bers who will not get exceeding five days’ 
pay for April. In other words, they will 
get about $70 instead of $417. Naturally, 
they don’t like this. One or two of them 
have become so vigorous in their protests 
that they declare they will sign no state- 
ment as to the number of days they have 
been absent. Without such a statement, 
the speaker cannot certify’ to the amount 
due them, and, under the law, until they 
do make a statement of the number of days 


they have been absent they will receive no.

Senators Give Their Attention to Two 
Timely Topics. 


ALLEN APPEALS FOR THE ROADSTERS 


He Wants to Let Them Walk.on the 
Grass. 


THE REPUBLICANS WORRY MR. VEST 


They Made Him Say That He Does No' 
Even Know What the Sugar Trust 
Sharks Ara Doing, Etc. 


Washington, April 25.—Among the morn: 
ing: business before the senate was the in- 
troduction by Mr. Peffer of ‘“‘a bill to pro- 
vide work for unemployed persons in the 
District of Columbia.’’ It was read in full 
and was referred to the committee on the 
District of Columbia. It provides that the 
Senate and house committees on the Dig- 
trict of Columbia shall form a joint com- 
mittee and shall lay out plans for the im- 
provement of grounds in the district, by 
opening highways wherever there is reasone- 
able need of them, improving highways al- 
ready opened, grading lands lying adjacent 
to such highways so as to prevent the 
washing of the roads, constructing bridges, 
culverts and conduits, (not to interfere with 
the present street system.) The work is to 
be begun without unnecessary delay, and 
such persons are to be employed in it as 
have no other present employment and who 
desire to work at daily wages of $1. per 
day of eight hours. The act is to remain 
in force till April, 1896. 

The introduction of this bill was followed 
immediately by a resolution offered by Mr. 
Allen, of Nebraska, on which he asked ime- 
mediate action. It recites the current fre 
port that unarmed, law-abiding and peace- 
ably-disposed but unemployed citizens of 
the United States, are about to assemble 
peaceably in the city of Washington 
to petition the government for a redress of 
their grievances and that threats of arrest- 
ing such persons have been made upon their 
entering the District of Columbia and the 
city of Washington; and it declares that, 
under the constitution of the United States, 
citizens of the United States, regardless of 
thejr rank and station in life, have an yn- 
doubted and unquestionable right to peace- 
ably assemble and petition the government 
for a redress of their grievances at any 
place where they do not create a breach of 
the peace, menace of endanger persons or 
property, or disturb the transaction of the 
public business, or the free use of streets 
and highways by the public; that such per- 
sons have as undoubted a right to visit and 
assemble in the city of Washington for 
any and all peaceable purposes as in other 
portions of territory under the jurisdiction 
of the United States, at all times being 
amenable to the law for any violation 
thereof. The third and fourth parts of the 
resolution are: 

Encouraging the Tramp Armies. 

“That such persons have a right to enter 
upon the capitel grounds and into the capi- 
tol building fteelf as fully and to as great 
an ex t as other citizens or persons, s@ 
long they do not disturb or hinder the 
transaction of the pubiic business, menace 
the public peace, or rights of persons and 
property, and any threat of violence to such 
persons, under.such circumstances, would 
be a clear violation of their constitutional 
and inalienable right. 

“That we commend the prompt enforce- 
ment of all just and constitutional laws 
looking to the preservation of the public 
peace and the prevention of crime. But, 
under the pretense of preserving the public 
peace and the prevention and punishment 
of crimes, peaceable and law-abiding citi- 
zens must not be disturbed in the full and 
free exercise of their constitutional rights.’” 

‘Let that resoluton be printed and go 
over,” said Mr. Harris ds sovn as it had 
been read. 

“TI never heard any of the doctrines in 
that paper denied at any time,’ Mr. Gray 
remarked. 

“They have been denied recently,” Mr. 
Allen answered. 

The resolution went over till tomorrow. 

Mr. Sherman, a member of the finance 
committee, stated in. connection with the 
proposed incomé tax as bearing upon 
pbuilding associations, that he had been 
authorized by the committee to offer an 
amendment, which he thought would re- 
move the objections of those associations, 
The amendment, he said, would cover all 
buiiding associations whose business it is 
to loan money to other shareholders or to 
receive deposits for them. 

A Query from Senator Walsh. 

Mr. Walsh, democrat, of Georgia, asked 
the senator from Ohio whether he under- 
stood him correctly in stating that amend- 
ments will be oftered to the income tax 
section exempting loan and building as- 
sociations from the operation of the tax? 

Mr. Snerman—Substantially, yes. It will 
relieve them to the extent that is supposed 
to be safe. 

Mr. Vest, a member of the finance com- 
mittee—I will state accurately what the 
amendment is as agreed upon in commit- 
tee. It exempts from the income tax the 
dividends and profits of loan and building 
associations where they make loans to 
their shareholders for the purpose of en- 
abling them to purchase ground and erect 
homes for themselves. 

Mr. Sherman (correcting Mr. Vest)—Share- 
holders and depositors. 

Mr. Vest—In other words, all loan and 
building associations where loans are used 
for speculative purposes are to be subject to 
the income tax, but where the money of 
the association is loaned to sharehoiders 
in order to build homes for themselves the 
income tax is not to apply. 

Skirmishing on the Tariff Line. 

At 1 o’clock p. m. the vice president laid 
the tariff biJl before the senate and Mr. 
Harris asked unanimous consent that for 
the remainder of this week the considera- 
tion of the bill shall cuntinue daily from 1 
to 6 o'clock p. m. 

After ali interchange of questions and a 
final objection of the part of Mr. Aldrich, 
Mr. Harris moved that hereafter and until 
otherwise ordered the senate shall meet 
each day at ll o’clock a. m. 

The motion went over till tomorrow and 
then Mr. Harris gave notice that he should 
ask a vote on it tomorrow, and that at the 
close of the routine morning business he 
should move to proceed to the consideration 
of the tariff bill. The sénate might then 
adjourn when it pleased. 

“Will not that,” asked Mr. Frye in a4 
tone of raillery, “require all the democritic 
senators to be present in the chamber all 
the time?” 

Precious Few Attend. 

“I think,”” Mr. Harris replied, “‘that it 
will require every senator who fegards his 
duty to the country to be present.

Vest Has Cataracts on His Eyes. 

“I propose to make the assertion,” said 
Mr. Vest, “that no such negotiations are, 
within my knowledge, going on. Nothing of 
the sort, The bill is here to be acted. upon; 
and the senator’s statements are without 
any foundation so far as I know and be- 
lieve.”’ 

“If the senator from Missouri,” Mr. Al- 
drich said, ‘‘insists that no such thing is 
going on, then ft is going on 
without his knowledge, approval 
or consent, because I know it to be a fact. 
No senator can get up and deny it with 
even an appearnce of truth. Changes are 
being proposed to this bill from day to day 
in order to secure the votes of senators on 
that side of the chamber; and I say that 
no man now lives who can tell what coh- 
dition or shape the bill will be in when the 
senate is asked to vote upon it. Will the 
income tax be in it? Will the duty On sugar 
be in it? Will any of its provisions remain 
as they are? Who can answer these ques- 
tions? Is there any senator on that side of 
the chamber—the senator from Missouri, or 
any other—who will rise in his place and say 
that he will oppose the amendment offered 
to this bill hereafter by the finance com- 
mittee?’ 

“I have already said,’’ Mr. Vest. remark- 
ed, ‘“‘that the bill is here for the action of 
the senate and that we are bound to stand 
by it. As to what the senate will do, 
neither the senator from Rhode Island nor 
myself will undertake to say. Here is the 
bill and let the senator take it up without 
entering into conjecture or imagination.” 

Mr. Squire asked him whether a majority 
of the finance committee had really had 
an agreement as to the tariff bill until a 
very recent period; and whether the dif-. 
ferences of view between democratic sena- 
tors had not taken a long time to settle. 

Some Missouri Irony. 

Mr. Vest, ironically: ‘“‘No. The demo- 
cratic senators went into the committee 
room like angels and agreed at once. They 
had no differences of opinion at all. They 
fell into each others arms and embraced 
like bride and groom, without regard to 
sex. (Laughter.) I hope that the senator 
from Washington does not believe any of 
these idle stories. We are ready to act on 
the bill now. We stand united, solid, with- 
out one ripple on the surface.’’ (Laughter.) 

After some further discussion, the vice 
president announced the question to be on 
Mr. Allison’s amendment to leave the d&te 
when the bill is to go into effect blank. 

Dolph Goes on Speaking. 

Before the vote could be taken, Mr. Dolph 
moved an amendment, and the yeas and 
nays were about to be taken on that mo- 
tion, when Mr.- Dolph changed his mind, 
withdrew the motion, and started out with 
another instalment of his speech. 

This gave rise to various interruptions, 
and a series of short speeches; the only 
notable matter brought up being a news- 
paper interview With Senator Jones, demo- 
crat, of Arkansas, a member of the finance 
committee, in which he is represented as 
saying that there had been numerous con- 
ferences among democratic senators with a 
view of adjusting difficulties in the Dill, 
and that there could be no agreement until 
all persons interested” In’ thé “proposed 
changes assented to them. It was evident, 
Mr. Aldrich said, that the senator from 
Missouri (Mr. Vest) did not hold the posi- 
tion in the councils of his party that he

INDIANA REPUBLICANS. 


The Convention at Indianapolis—A 


State Ticket Nominated. 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 25.—For over 
twelve hours today and tonight, without 
a single recess for a bite or a@ Fup, the 
1,700 delegates to the republican state con- 
vention devoted themselves to the making 
of a party ticket to be voted on in Novem- 
ber. This extraerdinary session was due 
to the fact that there were no less than 
forty-three candidates for the ten nom ra- 
tions, and taking their keynote from the 
speeches of ex-President Harrison ard ex- 
Secretary Thompson, both of whom sug- 
gested that a republican nomination in In- 
diana this year was equivalent to an elec- 
tion, the supporters of each candidate 
fought to the last ditch for their favorites. 
Three, and in some cases, four ballots were 
required for each nomination, and as the 
net result of nine hours’ calling of the roll 
four nominations had been mace up to 8 
o’clock, tonight. These were: For secretary 
of state, Rev. W. D. Owens, of Logans- 
port, ex-congressman, and President Harri- 
gon’s first commissioner of immis ition; 
for auditor of state, A. C. Dailey, of Leb- 
anon; state treasurer, F. J. Scholz, of 
Evansville; attorney general, W. A. Ketch- 
ani, of Indianapolis. 

There was a bitter ‘ight over the last 
nomination between Ketcham ani W. M. 
Taylor, also of Indianapolis. Three ballots 
Were taken and a poll of the Marion county 
delegation was twice Jemanded. Ke‘<cham 
finally won by eight mafority. 

The fifth and sixth ballots for eupreme 
court clerk, developed a bitter tight between 
Captain Alexander Hess, of Wabash, and 
Robert A. Brown, of Franklin. The up- 
roar during the sixth call, was so great 
that State Chairman Gowdy was compelled 
to make a vigorous appeal to the Jelezates 
to behave themselves and so fazilitate the 
business as to avoid an ali-nizht s:@sion.

There .will be established on Decatur 
street, in a few weeks by Mrs. Maria J. 
Washington, the well-known authoress and 
at one time a resident of Atlanta, a rescue 
mission for the redemption and saving of 
falien wormten. 

Mrs. Washington is well known in At- 
lanta. She was the wife of the late Dr. 
Willis F. Westmoreland, who at the time 
of his death was the most noted surgeon in 
the south and beloved by all Georgia. After 
her removal from Atlanta to New York, 
she married a Mr. Washington of that city. 

For four years, since what she terms her 
“glorious conversion,’’ Mrs. Washington 
has been engaged in this work and by her 
own efforts and labor claims to have saved 
many souls from sure perdition and perhaps 
self-destruction. Not only is she a mission- 
worker, but she is also an evangelistic 
worker, which means that she preaches the 
“word’’ for the benefit of those who will 
listen. 

Mrs. Washington’s conversion took place in 
New York, where she studied for mission 
work until she felt herself fully equipped 
for the great battle. Since this conversion 


} She has worked faithfully in over twenty 
States and has made her mission work the 
} work of a life-time. 


She takes no orders, 
but depends upon the Lord for instructions 
and wherever He seems to lead her she 
goes and enters into the work of rescuing 
the fallen girls and dissipated men and 
women. At her meetings which she holds at 
any convenient hall, she delivers a serMfon. 

But the story told in Mrs. Washington’s 
own words is more picturesque and more 
interesting. 

“It was four years ago,”’ said Mrs. Wash- 
ington, “‘that | was converted and called to 
this work. It was glorious conversion, I 
was very sick at the time, but somehow 
I felt that I was wanted by the Lord. I 
had been deliberating some time as to what 
I should do. It had seemed to me that it 
would be best for me to join the Salvation 
Army, for these people die for their Master 
and practice self-denial and self-abnegation. 
But 1 went to the rescue mission and there 
they» sang the good old Methodist hymns 
that I had not heard since I was a child. 


Oh, I was happy! I felt that I was called 
and I knew that my redemption and conver- 
sion haq come. I felt like anotiier being. 

“I was consecrated to the Lord’s service 
that very day, and when 1 came down from 
the platform after telling my experience, 1 
was met by two men. They said they had 
been sent by the Lord to tefl me that I 
was wanted for the good work.” 

“I Thought They Were Crazy.” 

*““At that time I thought they were crazy, 
but I know now they were not. My friends 
told me that I must divert myself as I was 
about to lose my mind. They said that I 
talked about nothing but religion all the 
time, and I suppose I did. At any rate I 
went to the meeting the two men told me 
about; it was at the gospel tabernacle and 
there was a sermon on ‘Divine Healing.’ 
I was taken to the platform and consecrated 
for the second time. I felt a change come 
over me and I found myself much better 
and stronger than I had been before. 

“I was very happy that I should be 
saved. It was all through the grace of 
the Lord and by his holy word. It was 
more like a restoration, perhaps, for at one 
time when I lived here I walked with the 
Lord; that was when I was sixteen or 
seventeen years old. But it was not wholly 
my fault, either. I had simply been brought 
up to go to church and hear a minister 
preach on every subject except the gospel 
in its full truth. 

“Then I went to looking up every kind 
of religion. I took up the works. of the 
devil—Christian science, theosophy, Sweden- 
borgainism, and I don’t know what; but 
they were all wrong; but I thank the Lord 
that I was made to see the right after all. 
I was in a town where the preachers all 
declared that it was wrong for a woman 
to preach, I told them that if they would 
take up my work I would quit, but that I 
knew that man was a magnificent failure 
and had not done the work set out for him 
These preachers talk for money and are yet 
to be converted. 

Never Takes Up a Collection. 

‘I’m not a hireling and I never take up a 
collection. All the money I have is the 
Lord’s and I use it in his service. I have 
gone from town to town for these past 
three years and 1 have opened up missions 
and preached. I go where the Lord wilis 
me to take up his His work. I never know 
just how long I will stay in a place. I am 
under orders from no one and therefore de- 
pend on no one save the Lord. I was in 
Birmingham all last month, though I didn’t 
go there but to stay just one day. But 


Three times, after I had been in Birming- 
ham six weeks, I started to buy a ticket to 
Florida, but did not. The Lord’s will was 
that I should come here. It was the heavi- 
est cross that he could have sent me. How 
long I shall stay here I do not know. If it 
is the will of the Lord 1 shall remain the 
rest of my life and devote ali my life to this 
ma@fesion work, I shall work among the fallen 
women and lend them the helping hand they 
need. The ministers may preach to those

BLAZE IN A PENITENTIARY. 


The Hosiery Factory in South Caroli- 
State Prison Burns. 

Columbia, 8. C., April 25.—Fire this after- 
noon destroyed the hosiery factory, situated 
within the walls of the penitentiary and 
operated by private parties.

FREE COINAGE OF BOTH METALS. 


An Official Resolution the Meaning of 
Which Is Unmistakable in Its 
Denuxciation of Patronage. 


Leesburg, Ga., April 25.—(Special.)—Lee 
county will act on June 9th, at which time 
delegates to the state convention will be 
chosen. The indications are that General 
Evans will unquestionably carry the county 
as he has a great many friends here and 
many admirers who believe that he is the 
man to lead the democracy to victory. 

The citizens of the county at the mass 
meeting, which selected a new executive 
committee, adopted resolutions bearing 
upon the natfonal situation and strongly 
endorsing Speaker Crisp. In their resolu- 
tions they affirm their allegiance to the 
Chicago platform and take strong issues 
with the administration's financial policy. 

Referring to Presidént Cleveland and his 
administration the resolutions adopted say: 

“We protest against his course as to the 
manner in which the repeal of the Sherman 
silver purchase law was had, and against 
his veto of the seigniorage bill. In other 
words we condemn his administration, and 
his cuckoo democratic followers who voted 
for the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act of 1890, when our platform 
of 1892 demanded its repeal in toto; and we 
hereby demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver, and that 
the parity of either or both be regulated by 
congressional legislation.’ 

As this is the second county in Speaker 
Crisp’s district which has adopted resolu- 
tions of this tenor, the action may be re- 
garded as very significant. ‘The people in 
this district stand squarely at the back of 
Speaker Crisp and the other democrats who 
have been true to the platform of their 
"party as it was interpreted to the people 
in the last campaign. 

The people also gave their hearty endorse- 
ment to General Phil Cook, commending 
him to the voters of Georgia for re-election 
as secretary of state.

SHE SAYS HE IS A RANK FRAUD, 


He Claims That Dr. Marvin Was His Father 
and Wants a Share of His Large 
and g8Valuable Estate. 


Cordele, Ga., April 25.—(Special. —A rare 
sensation was sprung on Cordele this morn- 
ing. Mrs. James Bivens, who was the cele- 
brated widow of Dr. George W. Marvin 
until recently, when she was wedded to 
Mr. Bivens, has been sued by Francis G. 
Marvin for a child’s part of the estate of 
Dr. Marvin. Mr. Marvin, the plaintiff in 
the suit, alleges that he is the son of Dr. 
Marvin by a former wife. He sets out that 
Dr. Marvin was divorced from his mother 


in 1872, and that she had been legally mar- - 


ried to him some years before that event. 
He says that he is a farmer in Nebraska, 
and is twenty-seven years old. He heard of 
Dr. Marvin’s death sometime ago but has 
not had the money until recently with 
which to make the trip to Georgia. He 
Says he arrived in Atlanta a few days ago 
and consulted the lawyers, Hopkins & Sons. 
They undertook the case and drew up a bill 
asking for a receiver appointed for the 
Marvin estate. The petition was granted 
by Judge Smith at Hawkinsville, and Mr. 
George W. Parrott, of Atlanta, and Mr. 
D, L. Henderson, of Vienna, were appoint- 
ed temporary receivers. 

This morning the receivers, together with 
Messrs. Littlejohn & Thompson, attorneys 
of this city, who have been also retained in 
the case, demanded from Mrs. Bivins and 
her agent, Mr. Bivens, the entire estate 
left by Marvin and the property purchased 
with the money left by him. 

The demand was met by a positive refusal. 
Mr.. Bivins, as agent for his wife, would 
not recognize the order of the court, and 
declared that he would fight the whole pro- 
ceeding as being illegal. 

Mr. Bivens was seen by The Constitu- 
tion correspondent and asked what he had 
to.say in regard to the case. He replied 
that the claimant’s suit is a fraud. 

“There is no living child of Dr. Marvin,” 
he said. ‘“‘This is only a continuation of 
the efforts which have heretofore been 
made to get a part of the estate. Mrs. Hen- 
len Hardy sued my wife for $100,000, but she 
had no shadow of a valid claim, and the 
case was dismissed on a demurrer. Other 
parties threatened to produce a will, but 
the threat was never executed. It will do 
no one any good to make the attempts as 
we will fight them every time. We will 
be put to some expense in this case, but we 
will go to the bottom and expose the fraud.”’ 

Mrs. Bivins owns a great deal of property 
in Atlanta, some real estate in Cordele and 
has invested largely in the First National 
bank and other institutions. None of these 
institutions will be affected by the receiver- 
ship. Mr. Bivens informs the correspondent 
that he will go to jail rather than turn his 
wife’s property over to receivers under an 
order which he claims is illegal. The at- 
torneys for the plaintiff say they will ask 
for a rule ordering the arrest of Mr. Bivens 
for contempt unless he turns the property 
over to the receivers. Judge Allen Fort, 
of Americus, has been employed by Mr. 
Bivens to defend them in the courts.

Almon and Chambers 
were well connected in Carroll and Heard 
counties. While there was only one eye- 
witness to the killing there were seventy- 

five witnesses summoned. 

L. J. Dale swore at the inquest that he 
was with the two men when the fight start- 
ed, but walked off and was eight cr ten 
feet away when Chambers was killed. In 
his testimony today Wale did not swear to 
the same story he told before. After Dale 
came down from the stand the state’s at- 
torneys notified the court that they would 
impeach his testimony, given this morning.

is with congress. It should not be for- 
gotten that but one platform measure 
—the repeal of the federal election law 
—has been presented to Mr. Cleveland 
for his signature. It is true that Mr. 
Cleveland vetoed the seigniorage Dill, 
burt, strictly speaking that was not a 
platform measure. It was in accordance 
with the policy of the party and was 
approved by the party, but it was not 
the embodiment of a platform pledge. 

Mr. Cleveland cannot approve meas- 
ures unless they are presented for his 
consideration, and up to the present 
time congress has sent to the president 
but one measure—the federal election 
law repeal—carrying out the pledges of 
the Chicago platform. 

Under all the circumstances, there- 
fore, we advise democratic congressmen 
to reflect whether the president’s letter 
to Chauncey Black may not have a 
deeper meaning than that which appears 
on the surface. It is to be noted that 
he does not mince matters with respect 
to the responsibility that rests on the 
shoulders of those who are charged with 
redeeming the pledges of the platform. 
He says that the failure to redeem these 
pledges would be a degradation and a dis- 
grace. Not only the party, but those on 
whom the responsibility rests would be 
degraded and disgraced. This is Mr. 
Cleveland’s opinion, emphatically ex- 
pressed, and we cannot say that he goes 
too far or that he falls short of stating 
the facts. 

Now, on whom does the responsibility 
rest? First of all, on the democratic 
party in congress. It is the duty of that 
body to give vitality to the platform 
pledges by embodying them in bills, and 
thus far they have failed except.in the 
matter of the federal election law, which 
might well have waited on more im- 
portant measures. Until the pledges are 
enacted into bills and presented to Mr. 
Cleveland in due form, the responsibil- 
ity rests on the democrats in congress. 

We observe that even now, the demo- 
crats are hesitating about introducing 
a bill which has for its purpose the 
restoration of silver as a money stand- 
ard. Some of those who pretend to be 
loudly in favor of such a measure, say 
that it is useless to waste time on such 
a bill, since Mr. Cleveland is sure to 
veto it. But they have noright to know 
or even to suppose that Mr. Cleveland 
will veto such a measure. They were 
elected to congress to carry out the 
pledges of the platform, and not to fail 
to carry them out because rumor, or 
suspicion, or fact has led them to be- 
lieve that their efforts to do their duty 
will be embarrassed by a veto. 

As a matter of fact, it is no part of 
their duty to assume that Mr. Cleveland 
will veto platform legislation. Their 
duty is to carry out their responsibility 
irrespective of what others may or may 
not do. Mr. Cleveland declares that it 
will be in the nature of degradation and 
disgrace for the party to fail to carry 
out its pledges. Do the democrats in 
congress propose to degrade and dis- 
grace themselves because they haye an 
idea that Mr. Cleveland will degrade 
and disgrace himself (to employ his own 
terms) by vetoing platform legislation? 
Have the democrats in congress any 
right to assume that Mr. Cleveland’ will 
do what he protests against in his letter 
to Chauncey Black? Have they any 

right to assume that he will “degrade 
and disgrace” himself by yetoing a 
measure which makes gold and silver 
the standard money of the country, or 
by vetoing any measure intended to re-

| ocrats in congress have theirs. The

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A Bonded Warehouse for Atlanta. 

Mr. John D. Stocker, surveyor of cus- 
toms for Atlanta, has written a strong 
letter to Congressman Livingston urg- 
ing the establishment of a bonded ware- 
house at this point. 

it is Mr. Stocker’s idea that we cannot 
afford to wait to have a warehouse 
built, and he suggests that a building 
should be leased for the purpose. Im- 
portations from foreign countries for this 
market are on the increase, and until 
we are able to accommodate them they 
will be entered at the first port they 
reach. For many months to come we 
may expect shipments for our exposition, 
as well as the goods ordered by our 
merchants, and as Atlanta is a port of 
entry we should be prepared to receive 
them. 

Congress should provide without de- 
lay for the erection of a bonded ware- 
house here, and the suggestion that a 
building should be temporarily leased 
Should receiye favorable consideration. 
In view of the fact that our city, with 
its coming exposition, will make the only 
systematie effort that has been made to 
secure the trade of the countries south 
of us, it is plain that we should lose no 
time in getting ready for our new cus- 
tomers. A port of entry without a 
bonded warehouse, depending upon 
ports hundreds of miles away for the 
formalities of entry and bonding, is prac- 
tically no port, and until we remedy 
this defect Atlanta will enjoy none of 
the advantages which properly belong 
to her as a port of entry. 

It is to be hoped that a bill on the line 
suggested by Mr. Stocker will be passed 
at the present session of congress.

When Congressman Oates first began 
his campaign for the gubernatorial nom-

Power of Montana, Charles F. Mander- 
son of Nebraska, William I. Chandler of 
New Hampshire, John R. MePherson of 
New Jersey, Mat W. Ransom of North 
Carolina, Joseph M. Dolph of Oregon, 
Nathan F. Dixon of Rhode Island, 
Matthew C. Butler of South Carolina, 
Richard F. Pettigrew of South Dakota, 
Isham G. Harris of Tennessee, Richard

‘The state of Iowa has already elected 
Congressman Gear to succeed Senator 
Wilson, Virginia has elected Hon. Thom- 
as Martin to succeed Senator Hunton, 
Hon. Pat Walsh has been appointed to 
fill the unexpired term of Senator Col- 
quitt, and his successor will be elected 
by the legislature elected this year, as 
will also the suecessor of Hon. N. C. 
Blanchard, who was appointed in place 
Senator White, of Louisiana. 

This will make nearly half of the sen- 
ate to be elected by legislatures to be 
elected this year. The democrats will 
do well to hold their own in the old 
States; in the new states they have no 
showing. Their only hope of success 
heretofore was in combining with the 
populists to defeat the.republicans, This 
year all hope for this has been dissi- 
pated, because the appointees in those 
new states under President Cleveland’s 
administration will aid the republicans 
to defeat the populists. In Oregon the 
populists may be successful in electing 
Governor Pennoyer to suececd Senator 
Dolph. In Louisiana one long term and 
two short term senators are to be elected. 

The state of Rhode Island has already 
elected a legislature that will elect the 
successor of Senator Dixon. The elec- 
tion oceurred during the early part of 
this month, and the legislature is over- 
whelmingly republican. é 

The next election of national import- 
ance to come off is the election in Ore- 
gon, on June 4th. All the state, coun- 
ty and district elections are to be held 
on that day. At present its governor, 
Sylvester Pennoyer, the attorney gen- 
eral and the adjutant genera! are dem- 
ocrats, while the balance of the state- 
house officers are republicans. If the 
legislature elected on June 4th is repub- 
lican, Senator Dolph will be returned. 
In this state also the federal appointees 
will help Senator Dolph, as very few 
changes have been made by President 
Cleveland on account of his personal ill- 
will to Governor Pennoyer, but the lat- 
ter is expected to recoup his loss by help 
from the populists and republicans who 
are out with Senator Dolph on account 
of his stand against silver. California 
and Pennsylvania ‘will follow next. 

Senator Lindsay has already been 
elected as his Own successor by the Ken- 
tucky legislature.

THE COMPLETION OF THE PROGRAMME. 


The Grandest Military Pageant Since the 
Funeral of Governor Stephens—The 
Line of the Procession. 


The occasion that brings together the 
survivors of the lost cause to do honor to 
deathless memories of unknown confederate 
dead marks an epoch in the history of At- 
lanta. It is an nour of more than passing 
interest. Today, tender memories of the gai- 
lant southern heroes that fought and brave- 
ly gave their lives in defense of home and 
loved ones, will be reawakened. Today will 
be unveiled a monument that will transmit 
to posterity the renown of the confederate 
soldier, defeated but immortal, and that 
will honor the devotion, the sleepless ener- 
gy of the women of the memorial associa- 
tion of the Gate City of the South,

The Lion of Atlanta. 


In the colossal marble lion, the picture of 
which has been printed in The Constitution, 
to be unveiled by Mrs. -Tohn Milledge this 
afternoon, in behalf of .he Ladies’ Memo- 
rial Association, Atlanta possesses the 
largest piece «.’ sculpture ever carved from 
a single block in the United States. 

It is a fact, interesting but not generally 
known, that the state of Georgia is pro- 
ducing toda more and better marble, 
sounder and larger blocks, than can be 
produced in any other state in the union. 

Not only is Georgia producing the best 
material of this sort, but its workmanship 
equals the best products in ‘the market, 

In the north such large figures as the lion 
at Oakland are always carved from granite, 
for the reason that marble, the more beau- 
tiful stone, cannot be quarried there in targe 
biocks, owing to its peculiar formation in 
strata in the quarries. In Georgia the mar- 
ble lies in immense beds in solid mass, 
coming to the surface, where its du- 
rability is demonstrated from the fact 
that projections exposed to atmospheric 
changes for ages show no visible signs of 
disintegration or decay. 

While Georgia marble has rapidly won its 
way to the very front rank for building 
and monumental work, the carving of the 
colossal lion of Atlanta in so perfect a form 
and beauty, raises the white marble into 
immediate and wide-notice as a material for 
larze statuary. 

To Mr. T. M. Brady, the sculptor, of Can- 
ton, Ga., proprietor of the Georgia Marble 
and Finishing Works, belongs the credit 
of this impertant work of introducing Geor- 
gia marble into the field of sculpture. Pro- 
fessional marble men are much interested 
in the Lion of Atlanta, which will vie with 
its prototype, the Lion of Lucerne. Many 
prominent marble dealers from the north 
have visited 47. Brady’s works and ex- 
pressed their surprise and admiration for 
his iabvurs.

_4& Telegram Is Sent to Birmingham Ask- 


ing the Old Soldiers to Come Here 
Next Year-They May Accept.

Surveyor of Customs Stocker on the 
Bonded Warehouse Question. 


HE MAKES AN IMPORTANT SUGGESTION 


A Strong Letter to Congressman Living- 
ston in Which He Points Out Atlan- 
ta’s Needs and What te Do. 


Surveyor of Customs Stocker makes an 
important suggestion which deserves the at- 
tention of the authorities at Washington 
at once. —~ 

In a letter he has written to Congressman 
Livingston, Mr. Stocker urges the immedi- 
ate establishment of a bonded warehouse 
at Atlanta, and in this connection makes 
an important suggestion, that it will not 
do to wait to have a warehouse built, but 
that a building should be leased for this 
purpose. . 

Importations from foreign countries for 
this market are on the increase, and, while 
this is a port of entry, as long as we do 
not have a bonded warehouse, these ime 
portations will be entered at the first port 
they reach. Atlanta should be' prepared to 
receive this importation, and pending the 


erection of a warehouse building, which is 


sure to come, sooner or later, the plan 
suggested by Mr. Stocker would seem to 
be one which should be acted upon. His 
ideas are explained fully in the letters ap- 
pended; ; 

“Office of the Surveyor of Customs, Port 
of Atlanta, Ga., April 25, 1894.—Editor Con- 
stitution: Accompanying this you will find 
a copy of letter sent the Hon. L, F. Living- 
ston as requested. I deem it net out of 
place to remind you of the fact that the 
California exposition is drawing to a close. 
The Mexican and other foreign exhibits that 
are there, and if desired, and I presume 
they are, by our exposition, would it not be 
a good plan to have them brought direct to 
this place? Is it not possible that many 
foreign exhibits will be ready for shipment 
months before the exposition company is 
ready to receive them? Hence the need of

from you in reply to my letter of the 20th 
instant in reference to a bonded warehouse, 
and knowing there will be a long delay even 
after the passage of the bill before the 
warehouse could be completed and ready 
for occupancy, perhaps a year or more, I 
most respectfully request that you en- 
deavor to get one established here as early 
as pessible by leasing a building. I see the 
necessity of one every day; the merchants 
are clamoring for it. Many of them have 
placed their orders to arrive in the next 
two or three months. I have now in sight 
twenty tons of marble from Leghorn, 8,000 
pounds of paper from Paris and several ship- 
ments for dry goods merchants to arrive 
here during the months of July and Au- 
gust. In addition to this Mr. Lyon, repre- 
senting the firm of Matthiessen & Co., of 
Oporto and London, called at this office 
yesterday and stated he was here for the 
purpose of establishing a branch of his 
firm in this city for the sale of their wines. 
He states that he has ordered via New 
Orleans 100 barrels of wine to this city to 
arrive in June; 100 barrels in August and 
others to follow later. He wishes to 
‘warehouse them on arrival, and in absence 
of one at this port it necessitates him en- 
tering them in warehouse at first port of 
entry.

By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 
NEW YORK, April 25.—Liverpool opened 
and closed very steady at 1@2 points better 
than yesterday. Spot sales there were bet- 
ter—10,000—and evidently they were giving 
some attention to a contradiction of the 
very favorable crop prospects which have 
been given to Liverpool for some time past. 
The movement this week, both at the ports 
and interior, foreshadows, we think, a 
marked falling off in receipts henceforth. 
We have had these impressions before and 
they have not been realized by a great 
deal, but it has been evident for some time 
that receipts at New Orleans have largely 
been at the expense of Houston and other 
Texas points, and as the territory adjacent 
to New Orleans has been pretty well ex- 
hausted, both at towns and plantations, it 
looks as though that port will give little 
assistance in making port receipts during 
the rest of the season as large as they 
were last year. An examination « f the 
movement then, up to September Ist next, 
shows how very largely New Orleans con- 
tributed in bringing into sight nearly 50 (10 
bales from last ‘‘riday to September Ist. 
This market improved 6 vneintsa, losing 3 
points. It is difficult apparcntly to create 
any permanent improvement, so ‘ar «s this 
market is concerned, until it shall he evi- 
dent that the prospects of the next crop 
are not as promising as to area or condi- 
tions. The bears point to the continued un- 
favorable trade conditions in this country, 
and the fact that there is an abundant 
world’s supply of all kinds. At the same 
time the amount coming into sight weekly 
is not likely to be of any weight on the 
market unless Liverpool shov'd again fall 
back to small business and refuse to take 
the lead in an improvement in _ prices, 
which, after all, must come from that mar- 
ket. A recount of the stock at New Or- 
leans shows that they have 7,150 bales less 
than than running count. Port receipts to- 
morrow should not exceed 5,000 bales, as the 


_ estimate for New Orleans is only 500 to 1,000, 


against 4,400 last year. We look for a light 
port movement hereafter, and it wofild not 
surprise us to see the amount coming into 
sight. weei.ly smaller than last year for the 
rest of the season. The assertion is made 
often by those ~-~osed to the market that 
this crop no longer has any bearing upon 
the sftuation, but it is noticeable that when 
the movement is heavier than last year it 
declines and when smaller it improves, if 
only temporarily.

The Shooting of One Member of the 
Gang of Barglars 


LEADS TO THE CAPTURE OF OTHERS. 


Randall Augustus Glanton Arrested asan 
Accomplice, After a Hard, Swiit 
Race—Buckshotin His Body. 


Marcellus Cooper went a-burgling vester- 
day morning while it was yet night and got 
exactly twenty-two buckshot in his body as 
a reward for his pains. 

A tale of wholesale burglary hangs there- 
by, and thereto can Kandal! Augustus 
Gianton trace the foreshortening of his 
liberty. In fact a large-sized burgling firm, 
composed of two extremely active members 
and numerous silent partners, has been dis- 
covered through the accuracy of aim which 
marked Marcellus Cooper with twenty-two 
buckshot. 

For all his great name Randall Augustus 
Glanton is merely a dark-brown negro with 
common aspirations. According to the 
mounted officers he is a burglar on a large 
scale and is a magnificent sprinter, which 
latter fact he evidenced yesterday after- 
moon when he came wondrously near dis- 
tancing a half-dozen officers. 

Yesterday morning Mr. A. T. Winn, the 
grocer, whose place of business is on 
Richardson street, reported to Mounted 
Sergeant White and Officer Tyson that 
during the night before he had been visited 
by a burglar and that he had shot his pay 
visitor. 

Mr. Winn had been troubled with burg- 
lars for some time and night before last 
he armed himself with a gun and waited 
for the thief to put in appearance. It was 
late in the night when a negro forced his 
way inside the store and was proceeding to 
select such articles as he wanted, when 
Mr. Winn fired the contents of a big shot- 
gun in his direction. The negro dropped 
and remained upon the floor for a few 
seconds. He then leaped to his feet and 
ran off. Specks of blood and. other indica- 
tions were sufficient to convince the officers 
and Mr. Winn that the negro was wounded. 

The mounted ‘officers began at once to 
gpearch for a wounded negro. Their method 
of procedure was to inquire of every physi- 
cian in the city if he had been called to at- 
tend to a wounded negro. At last a physi- 
cian was found who had received such a 
call, and he gave the officers the address 
of Marcellus Cooper. 

Cooper was badly wounded, but he was 
carried to police headquarters. Yesterday 
afternoon he made a_ confession to the 
officers of four big burglaries, in which he 
implicated Glanton. The officers at once 
begun a search for Glanton and found 
him late in the afternoon on Piedmont 
@venue. Glanton ran, and ran with the 
swiftness of a buck. He dashed around 
corners, leaped over fences and disappeared 
into alleys with marvelous quickness. He 
was at last surrounded and caught. 

Recgennt White feels sure that he and his 
men have made a big naul. He expects to 
recover a large amount of stolen goods to- 
day. Cooper has already told of several 
cases of burglary and the officers believe 
him guilty of many more.

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rhe Case Against the White Caps Takes 
on a New Phase. 


MISS BEARDS THRILLING STORY. 


She Replies to Some Embarrassing Ques- 
tions Putto Her by Colonel Gienn. 
Some Sensational Testimony. 


The trial of the white caps took an unex- 
pected turn yesterday afternoon. 

Colonel Glenn jumped on the bill of in- 
dictment again and tore that important 
document into tatters. This sudden turn in 
affairs occurred just ‘after the testimony 
for the government was concluded, and will 
materially affect the line of prosecution. 

Throughout the whole trial every inch of 
ground has been hotly fought. Both sides 
have urgently contested all disputed points 
and some lively sparring has been indulged 
in. Tuesday morning when the case was 
opened up and the demurrer overruled, it 
was apparent to all that the counsel for the 
defendants yielded to the ruling with great 
reluctance. 

But as the trial proceeded and evidence of 
a startling nature. piled up, everybody 
thought that the heat of the fight was 
passed and no break in the regular routine 
of court work would oecur. Colouel Gienn, 
however, sprung a bigs surprise yesterday 
when he offered a motion to rule out the 
whole indictment upon tie ground that the 
evidence of the governnient failed to sus- 
tain the specifications in the bill of indictl 
ment. 

This was a signal for some stirring re- 
marks from Colonel Joe James and Mr. 
Jve Beil, who is assisting ig the prosecu- 
tion. They Were successful .in holding to the 
last count in the indictment, but Judge 
Newman sustained the motion relating to 
the tirst two coufits. 

The first and most important count ruled 
out specified that the defendants, tcgether 
with other evil disposed persons on‘ the 10th 
day of April, did unlawfully, wrongfully, 
fraudulently and feloniously combine and 
conspire together, to defraud the United 
States. That this conspiracy was for. the 
purpose of preventing the collection of the 
tax imposed upon retail liquor dealers ana 
that Bob Goodnight and Lawrence Powers 
were engaged in carrying on ihe business 
and had frequently sold whisky to Lee 
Beard, M. M. Evans and Sthers. 

The other count ruled out was to the effect 
that the defendants conspired te deter by 
force and intimidation Lee Beard and to 
injure him in order to prevent him from 
attending the federal court for the purpose 
of testifying against yohn Abbott, who at 
that time was under charge for illicit dis- 
tilling. : 

This leaves now only the last count for 
Attorney James to base his case upon. 
This provides for punishment in cases. 


-where a conspiracy is formed to deprive any 


citizen of the right guaranteed him by the 
constitution of the United States. Upon this 
count the prosecution will hereafter be con- 
ducted. : 
An Entertaining Witness. 

‘Miss ‘Tinnie Beard, the young lady at 
whose house the white caps called, proved 
hreself a witness par excellence.

Acting Recorder. Harralson Sounds the 
Note of War Against Them. 


READS A WARNING TO THE WOMEN 


The Policy ofthe City Hereafter Will Be 
a Policy of Ext: rmination—Several 
Women Fined Yesterday. 


As diametrically opposite as it is possi- 
ble for two statements to be was the evi- 
dence given by two policemen and an army 
of women in the trial of the cases against 
the disreputable women for .keeping well- 
equipped bars in their residences in police 
court yesterday afternoon. 

In point of numbers, the women by far 
outdid the city, but in weight of evidence 
the officers scored in a telling maaner. 
The entire evidence of the Women Was put 
aside as unworthy of belief. 

Acting Recorder Harralson sounded the 
note of the war of extermination that has 
been begun by the police department against 
the private saloons in the disreputable 
places of the city in a few strong words 
delivered when imposing fines upon the 
women who answered for trial yesterday. 
There was no uncertain ring about his 
words. 

The trials were full of unique incident, 
and humorous situations. The courtroom 
was packed by a curious crowd, eager to 
hear the ten cases tried. 

Mr. Roberts appeared for four of the de- 
fendants, and asked a continuance of these 
cases until next Wednesday mornainhz. This 
Was grantea by Mr. Fulton Colviiie, who 
represented the city in prosecuting the 
cases, 

The first two cases 
against Lottie Simms and Mattie Smith. 
Two cases were docketed against the 
Smith woman, it appearimg thac she is the 
proprietress of two places where vinous re- 
ireshnments are served under liegal cir- 
cunistances.

called were those 


of these two women, Mattie 
Smiin, a tall, anguiar featured woman, in 
widow's. weeds cof the most pronounced 
type, and a long trailing veil of somber 
biackK, came forward surrounded by avout 
a dozen  hard-looking females. Lottie 
Graham was also clad in grim black. 

Mr. John W. Cox, tor the detendants, an- 
nounced that they intended defending tnem- 
selves against the charge, and nad an ar- 
ray of witnesses to introduce, pointing to 
the great array of swearers galinered in a 
huge semi-circle in front. 

‘Lwo patroimen, in citizen's clothes, and 
faces not familiar to the public in connec- 
tion with police duty, stepped forward to 
testify. The first- otmcer said that he had 
visited the houses of the,two women, and 
had purchased beer on two different oc- 
casions. The house seemed to be well stock- 
ed with the malt extract. He paid for the 
beer at the rate of 5U cents a pint. The 
second officer, testified to the same facts. 

Then the women began to swear, and for 
an hour they swore nard and heavy in a 
direction utterly opposite to that taken by 
the policemen in their testimony. The 
two defendants first testified that they 
were nervously alert at all times to pre- 
vent a drop of whisky from entering their 
doors, and never kept beer in any quantity. 
One by one the other women witnesses con- 
firmed the testimony. One of them swore 
that she had takena drink of corn whisky 
with one of the policemen who made the 
cases. 

In imposing the fines on the women, 
Acting Recorder Harralson made an ex- 
tremely plain talk. 

ee have decided that you are guilty,’’ 
said he} “and I am going to fine you $50 
and costs each. In doing~so, I want to 
say that I have made the fine small, and 
at the same time warn you that-the offense 
had better never be repeated. The city 
has resolved to put an end to this. illegal 
traffic, and you may as well make up 
your minds to stop it, and stop it new. 
The officers are going to be on the watch, 
and I warn you here and now that if you 
are brought back here it will be made ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant for you.” 

Chief Connolly said he was authorized to 
enter a plea of guilty for Madame Abbie 
Howard. This was ruled insufficient. She 
must appear in person and enter the plea. 
The other seven cases went over until 
next Wednesday.
